Called the Crypt of Civilization, 
it’s the size of a swimming pool 
and contains—among other 
things—640,000 microfilmed 
pages, hundreds of newsreels and 
recordings, and a Donald Duck 
doll. It was sealed on May 20, 
1940, and isn’t supposed to be 
opened for 6,000 years.
